The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art of 
record including Cozzi (US 4799021), Yamamoto et al. (US 4929081), Goutzoulis (US 
4683420) and J. Cohen (US 3493767) does not teach or suggest alone or in 
combination that, a method for testing wafer-level memory chips having memory cells 
comprising writing to the memory cells to store information and projecting a light having 
specific wavelength and intensity on to the wafer-level memory chips with tunable light 
source for a predetermined time so that irradiated electrons in defective ones of the 
wafer-level memory chips are transferred into the conduction band from the valence 
band and separating out ones of the memory cells that cannot retain the information, as 
further defined in claim 1 .
